2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach a discharge device with a reservoir, a discharge opening, a 
holding area, a locking device, a pumping device, and a working area with an 
inoperative position that includes a detachable connection between the working area 
and the holding area through the locking device with the locking device including a 
corrugated section in a plane orthogonal to the discharge stroke wherein corrugated is 
defined in paragraph 32 of the specification as being a contoured area with continuous 
arcuate segments. Although prior art devices such as 6,257,457 or 5,307,953 teach 
discharge devices with detachable locking devices having spaced ridges or protrusions, 
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the prior aft of record does not include a locking device with a corrugated section as 
claimed.
